In the temp le p rop er is 
still to be fou nd a gigantic “ bu dd ha’ 
or idol before whom joss-stick s are 
lighted at interv als» by p riests and 
acoly tes, of whom there are generally 
a half dozen all told, occu p ing a p or­ 
tion of the comp ou nd. 
It is q u ite easy and inex p ensiv e to 
secu re the u se of one of these tern 
p ies— one or more of the u noccu p ied 
su bsidiary bu ildings— for a week end 
a week or the whole su mmer. They 
are entirely withou t fu rnitu re ex 
cep t insofar 
as a raised 
p latform 
whereon the Chinese u sed to sleep , 
might he called fu rnitu re. Once in­ 
stalled the occu p ant enjoy s absolu te 
p eace and q u iet by day . As a ru le, 
he sleep s in the comp any of one of 
the lesser “ bu ddhas” who is hidden 
behind a cu rtain. 
The only Intru ­ 
sion u p on his p riv acy occu rs when 
the p riest or acoly te bring food and 
p laces it before the idol and retu rns 
later to remov e what the rats hav e 
left of it.

Trail from baloou s monster m ag­ 
nets that wou ld snatch rifles from the 
hands of the German soldiers. 
Perch men on shells to steer them. 
A su ggestion often su bmitted is 
to attach a searchlight to an anti­ 
aircraft gu n, p roject the light on a 
Gotha and shoot along the 
beam. 
Unfortu nately , shells will not follow 
a p ath of light. 
Otljer schemes for dealing with 
hostile aircraft are to su sp end heav y 
gu ns from cap tiv e balloons; to arm 
defense airp lanes with scy thes; to 
p rov ide heat ray s for setting Zep ­ 
p elins on fire, and to cov er the moon 
with a big black balloon. To p rev ent 
p olished rails shining at night and 
acting as a gu ide to enemy aircraft, 
the last coach of the last train is to 
drop black ing on them. 
A shell containing grav el is to lay 
a p athway ov er mu d, and another, 
containing an irritant p owder or a 
stick y su bstance, is to ham p er m ach­ 
ine gu ns. 
The “ relay shell” is a fav orite p ro­ 
p osal, the p lan being for a shell at 
the height of its flight to ex p el a 
smaller Inner shell. As a shell does 
not p oint directly along its trajec­ 
tory , it wou ld be imp ossible to se­ 
cu re accu racy of aim for the second 
shell. 
Among the more 
miscellaneou s 
p rojects are: 
To p etrify German 
soldiers 
by 
sq u irting cement ov er them.

INSIST CON IS WITH THEM 


Past History of Germany Shows Only 
Barbaric Tend encies and an Inher­ 
ent Desire to Rule the 
World . 


By JOHN R E E D SCOTT. 
(From the Committee on Public Infor­ 
mation, Washing ton, D. C.) 
The American alway s makes the 
mistake of Judging every other nation 
by the American standard. 
We do 
not allow for racial nor national traits 
uni customs. 
Because an American 
wouldn’t do something we fancy that 
no other nation would do it. 
It’s 
against our conscience or against our 
laws—or we just don’t do it. There­ 
fore, we assume that it must be 
against the other nation’s law or con­ 
science—or it just won’t do It. 
And we have this peculiar idea, not 
by reason of any self-conceit or fan­ 
cied national superiority , but because 
of our proneness to play square; to 
grant that the other nation Is of the 
same mentality as ourselves and as 
ready and anxious as 
we to do the 
right thing. 
What we, as a nation, aim at In our 
dealing with other nations Is the ulti­ 
mate right in a concrete form. 
And 
we are slow to realize—and quick to 
forget, when realized—that other na­ 
tions either may not 
have the some 
policy (may even be robbers and 
brutes by natural instinct), may not 
have the national altruistic idea—that 
try to live by the Golden Rule, and, 
as a nation, be satisfied with what it 
has. 
As a result, the American people, In 
the hundred and some few y ears of 
their national existence, have had a 
few fairly severe jolts. 
Now we ore 
in the midst of the German affair; 
and an amazing number of our people 
refuse to realize what it means to us 
or to appreciate the menace to <*ir 
national existence. 
America, they know, wants no terri­ 
tory , no conquests; therefore, they ask 
why should Germany , if it win, want 
them? 
Why 
should America send 
troops to Europe to fight Europe’s bat­ 
tles? Germany Is in no danger from 
us, so why should we be In danger 
from Germany ? We shall not do any ­ 
thing to Germany , even after we are 
victorious over her, so why should Ger­ 
many , If she is victorious, do any thing 
to us? Let Europe settle her own bat­ 
tles, they say ; wo, of another con­ 
tinent, are not concerned. 
If we let 
Germany alone, Germany will let us 
alone. 


Estimating on American Basis. 
It is quite likely that some Ameri­ 
cans who now have such ideas will 
have changed those ideas by the time 
this article appears; but it is certain 
that others will still be deluding 
themselves by persisting in the old 
American habit of estimating others— 
even an enemy —on the American 
basis. 
And with some enemies—even some 
savages—the estimate w’ould not be 
far amiss, because they are not wholly 
lost to honor and decency and hu­ 
manity . 
But the Prussian is not of 
them; in war he has neither honor 
nor decency nor humanity , as such 
qualities are understood by civilized 
nations. 
In 
war—particularly 
the 
present war—the Prussians have put 
aside even the temporary veneer that 
they had assumed to conceal from the 
rest of the world—a decent 
and 
human world, it is—the true nature 
of the Prussian brutes; and, because 
they had thought to win the world war 
and to establish right on the basis 
of might, they have dared to stand 
forth in the buff. 
The bully of Eu­ 
rope. having prepared himself with, 
as he thought, an invincible thorough­ 
ness. proceeded to carry out his long- 
nursed intentions and, by brute force 
and atrocity , impose his imperial will 
on nn amazed and helpless world and 
dragoon It to his kultur—a Prussian 
kultur, God save us! 
T say Prussian because, as every one 
knows, the central powers, as they 
are today , are dominated absolutely 
by and humbly subservient to Prus­ 
sia. 
And In that process of conquest and 
enslavement the Prussians have, for 
more than three y ears, inflicted on the 
helpless nations and peoples whom 
they overran such cruelties, such un­ 
speakable atrocities, as history has 
never recorded. All the famous, or 
infamous, conquerors of the past are 
insignificant in comparison with the 
savage Prussian brute—the brute who 
has the cold effrontery to bid his sol­ 
diers march ‘‘onward with God” along 
his bloody way . 


Assert God Is With Them. 
Contemplate for a moment a nation 
which insists that God is with it in * 
Its fiendish work, and then reflect 
how far back Into the dimness of the 
past one must go to find a nation 
which had the effrontery to claim that 
it was simply God’s chosen instru­ 
ment to work his will! Contemplate 
the gentle one of Bethlehem—whom 
the Prussian professes to revere as 
God—wading In the blood of man­ 
kind! Contemplate Christ in a Prus­ 
sian helmet, with a Prussian sword 
end Prussian manners! 
Contemplate 


William Hohenzoliern, Von Hinden* 
burg, Von Ludendcrff, Von Mnckinseo 
as disciples of him of Gethsemnne and 
Calvary ! 
One must go back to the darkest 
period of the dark ages to And similar 
effrontery —to Alnric and the rest who 
claimed, as William of Prussia claims 
In all his published felicitations to his 
armies, that they were doing the will 
of the Almighty , that they were march­ 
ing “onward with God.” 
It must be a peculiar mentality that, 
in this day and generation, could have 
the arrogance to advance such 
a 
claim—and a queer, a very queer, peo­ 
ple that has the mentality and docility 
to accept such rot—and actually be­ 
lieve it. 
We Americans freely admit that we 
cannot follow the mental processes 
that would evolve such a claim or 
would use such methods In war; and 
y et there are those of us who persist 
in Judging what the Prussians will do 
to us, if they win this war, by what we 
will do to them if we win it. Which 
necessarily must mean that as soon as 
the Prussian has won he will experi­ 
ence a change of heart, ahnndon his 
savage methods, and be converted to 
our terms of peace—that victorious he 
will forego the Prussian fmits of vic­ 
tory ; will cease to march “onward 
with his God;” will put his God aside 
and be converted to the God of civil­ 
ization, the God of the Golden Rule 
and the sermon on the Mount, the fol­ 
lower of the meek and lowly Jesus, 
him of the manger, of Gethseraane, of 
C'nl vary . 
And these Americans have so much 
(?) on 
which to base their trust, so

many, because Germany has bothlng 
to fear from her.

Fritz,” as they fondly call him—as 
contemptible a bully 
and sneak and 
blackguard

victorious? 
Did he ever turn aside 
from any purpose if he could effect it 
by force, by chicanery , by lies, by 
bluff, by dishonor, by any crime? His 
tory —at least Prussian history —give? 
him the title of “Great.” but in the 
civilized sense there Is nothing great 
about him except meanness of charac­ 
ter nnd of action. He was. when com­ 
pared with his contemporaries, a suc­ 
cessful warrior, but he, like the pres­ 
ent Hohenzoliern, had for that time 
a 
mnrvelqus army which was prepared 
to strike and struck. Magnanimity ot 
any other of the attributes of great­ 
ness he had not at all, even the tradi­ 
tional kingly honor, which is assumed 
to he the heritage of a throne, was ut­ 
terly wanting to him; nnd his chiel 
claim to live in history Is based on the 
fact that he robbed a woman; that 
without cause he made war on a help 
less queen, Maria Theresa, and de­ 
spoiled her of a province, nnd cy ni­ 
cally boasted to all the world that he 
has caught her helpless and so stole 
what he desired. Moreover, he gloried 
In the infamy . 
Bismarck, who ruled while his stu­ 
pid 
sovereign 
reigned, 
deliberately 
forged—altered as he put It—a tele 
gram of that king, and 
so forced 
France into war and robbed her of 
billions of money nnd two provinces 
And William the infamous was sim­ 
ply running true to form and try ing tc 
outdo the shameful examples of his 
predecessors, when, absolutely ready 
he forced the present war. llave wc 
forgot that the toast for y ears at every 
Prussian officers’ mess, drunk stand 
ing nnd with cheers, was: “‘To the 
day ,” meaning the day that Prussia 
would rule the world and the otbei 
nations were but her vassals.

One may well ask these trusting 
Americans how they can lull them 
selves into the fatuous security oi 
trusting 
Prussia’s 
intentions 
and 
honor, 
when - Prussia herself savs 
frankly she has no honor, no inten­ 
tions but the exigency of the moment 
and the purpose of her government 
that solemn treaties made have nc 
binding effect on her, are made only 
for the moment, are but a blind, undet 
cover of which she can mobilize hei 
forces—a ruse de guerre—nnd to be 
scrapped when the moment Is ripe for 
action. 
Would America, think y ou, be sucb 
a dastard? 
j Yet y our trusting American still 
persists in his foolish 
notion that 
.Prussia, in Its dealing with America, 
,wi11 be actuated by American ideals— 
fthnt Prussia thinks os a Prussian in 
¡Europe but as aa American in Amer 
lea. 
Gold help us If the actual testing of 
this supreme folly ever be brought to 
these shores. 
Some y ears ago, on 
his first visit to 
thli country , a Prussian of high, very 
high, military rank sailed up 
New 
York harbor in a dense fog. 
Sud­ 
denly the fog lifted and the towering 
buildings of the mighty city burst 
upon’him. 
For a moment he was 
speechless—and when he spoke it was 
softly , with the covet ness of anticipa­ 
tion : 
"God,” he said, “what a city to 
loot 1” 
Loot! 
It was the true Prussian, 
running true to ty pe. 
Loot was his 
first thought on beholding for the first 
time the metropolis 
of the western 
hemisphere—and loot will 
be the 
Prussian’s only thought If ever they 
laud an army on these shores. 
Is there no need, think y ou, for us to 
keep the Prussian 
in Europe? 
Loot! 
Think y ou a mere crossing 
of the Atlantic would change the ra­ 
cial nature of this hideous beast?

On Saturday they ITno 
up for their pay envelopes and 
re­ 
ceive a minimum wage for their ten 
hours’ work. 
Forty per cent of thejieas canned 
in the Unitad States are put up ift 
Wisconsin plants. 
Earlier In the season pea packers 
ex pressed grave fears of a serious la 
bor shortage and pointed to the food 
administration’s request'for all peas 
possible. 
George P. Hambrecht, labor com­ 
missioner, after a conference 
with 
Food Administrator Hoover, sent la­ 
bor commission employ es into all the 
homes and obtained 
pledges 
from 
women in al lwalks of life to work 
in the canneries if they were called 
upin. 
Then a conference wifh the pack­ 
ers was arranged who were inform­ 
ed that they would be provided with 
help if they paid 
the omen a mini­ 
mum wage, established a ten-hour 
working day except in an emergency 
and then not more than twelve hours 
and made the proper sanitary - ar­ 
rangements. 
The packers signed 
agreements, 
the women who pledged 
their ser­ 
vices were called upon, the response 
was most satisfactory and the can­ 
neries are now operating with a full 
force.

mentio ned p o lished surface is fo rmed 
it will last quite a lo ng time befo re 
requiring renewal. 


Red Riv er of Canada. 
The Red river, o ne o f the mo st im­ 
p o rtant flo wing in Manito ba, has its 
so urce in the central p art o f the state 
o f Minneso ta. 
Befo re it cro sses the 
internatio nal bo undary it is fo r a dis­ 
tance the bo undary between the states 
o f Minneso ta and No rth Dak o ta. After 
entering Manito ba the general direc­ 
tio n o f the river is no rth to Lak e Win­ 
nip eg, into which it emp ties. 
So wind­ 
ing is Its co urse that fro m the bo un­ 
dary to Lak e Winnip eg, the length 
o f the river Is abo ut twice the dis­ 
tance In a straight line between these 
two p o ints. The drainage basin o f the 
river has an area o f 116,347 square 
miles, o f which 50,500 are in the p ro v­ 
ince o f Sask atchewan and 23,300 in 
Manito ba. 


Artificial Milk a Complex Mix ture. 
“To sho w what an arsenal o f chem­ 
icals has to be emp lo y ed when we 
want to co p y nature.” ' La 
Nature 
p rints the fo rmula fo r artificial milk , 
as recently p atented In England. It Is 
as fo llo ws: 
In 200 p ints o f water at 
35 degrees Centigrade, disso lve 400 
grains o f p ho sp hate o f p o tassium o r 
the equivalent quality o f p o tassium o r 
o f so da. 
Add sugar sufficient to mak e 
4.5 p er cent o f the final p ro duct and 
mix in 20 k ilo grammes o f extract o f 
nuts. 
Bo il, then distil and fro nt with 
a culture o f lactic ferments until the 
desired acidity is o btained. 
Pasteur­ 
ize at 60 o r 70 degrees Centigrade, and 
finally add a small quantity o f citric 
acid. 
This can be dried and so ld as 
a p o wder.
